“Muted Jazz hts aifturn had 
been out a number of years 
When it finally caught tire’ with 
the general public. To capitalize 
en his sudden tame, Capitol fol- 
hewed with two more albums 
last year, “Swinging oa Broad- 
way” and “Jumpin with Jonah.” 
Capitol directed these last two 


albums to a mass widience, and 
therefore the recordings were a 
bit commercial and not as much 
solo improvisations as on previ- 
ous Jones records, tut they are 
good works, nevertheless 

This is One contributing fac- 
tor to having Jones’ records seit 
to a wider audience, despite the 
fact that the work may not be 
what he is capabie of doing, This 
helps to introduce more people 
te a type of music that ig more 


tasteful than the trite “popular” 
tunes that we heac ground out 
on the radio all day. It could 


have the result of being cospensi- 
ble for some people becoming 
jazz fans, or at least giving them 
@ standard with wich to compare 
Music. 

The wee ef the mute is pres. 
ably the distinguishing charao- 
teristic of Jones’ technique te 
the general public. He put the 
mute to wider use when he first 
went to work at the Embers, 
because of the lack of spac, for 
a trumpet blasting out at full 
voice. He now employs the use 
of seven different mutes. 

The first job that Jones had as 
@ musician was on 4 riverboau 
On the Mississippi, and te made 


the boat just in time to catch 
some of the masters ot that trade 
who made [ew rceeording ses- 
sions. From there Jones had a 
variety ot jobs that included reg- 
ular Dixie musie to some ses- 
sions With Gillespie, Monk, et al 
While on a tour of Europe, he 
made several records with Sid- 
ney Bichet, one ot the outstand- 
ing alto sax men, which turned 
out to b- some of the best of his 
records 


dones and Dizzy Gillespie were 
both employed by Cab Calloway 
a oumber of years ago. Gillespie 
uyed to pepper Calloway and 
other soloists with spit-wads 
when they were facing the au- 
dience. Calloway finally got his 
fil of spit-wads when Jonah 
Jones found the mark, but Callo- 
way taid the blame on the in- 
necent Gillespie. Gillespie and 
Calloway had a fight, in which 
Calloway was cut and Gillespie 
lost his job. Jones never could 
convince Calloway that he had 
thrown the missile. 

Jones, up to last year, Was one 
of the most overlooked trumpet 
players in the country.

SSC International Air 


Eighteen countries and five continents are represented 
currently at SSC by more than fifty foreign students. 

Although enrollment figures are not yet complete, it 
appears probable that this year’s attendance at SSC by 
foreign students will be almost double that of 1957. 

This figure represents only those students here on stu- 
dent visas who may normally be expected to return to their 
homelands after completing their educational plans. 


In addition, there are many 
foreign students here on perman- 
ent or immigration visas. In most 
cases, they will remain in the 
United States and eventually be- 
come citizens 

Middle East Represented 

The Middle Fast as an area is 
represented by thegreatest num- 
ber of foreign students. The larg- 
est number from a single country 
are from Iran, and the second 
largest, from India. 

These students represent all 
academic stages from freshmen 
te graduate students. Many are 


transfer students from = junior 
colleges in the area. 
Business, social science, gov- 


ernment and administration are 
favored majors by most of these 
students. Evidently only a few 
pian to return to their own 
countries as teachers. Most of 
those interested in teaching are 
here on permanent visas and may 
be expected to remain in the 
United States. 
Face Many Probiems 


Foreign students face many 
problems peculiarly their own 
Although some have attended 


English schools and others have 
worked for American companies 


or the armed forces overseas, 
language usage looms as. the 
greatest difficulty to most of 


them. Skills in English vary con- 
siderably, but most feel need tor 
turther study. 

Many attend a course in Eng- 
lish for foreign students offered 
by Dr. Oliver M. Skalbeck, as- 
sociate professor of speech. This 
course emphasizes speaking and 
understanding spoken Eng!ish.

The exercise was based on the 
assumption that hostile troops 
were holding the River Park 
heach. The friendly Guard troops 
crossed the river in assault boats 
under simulated combat condi- 
tions and dislodged the enemy 
from tne position on the banks 
Three thousand spectators wit- 
nessed the combat, which was the 
first such public drill since the 
National Guard moved to the new 
armory about a year ago. Partici- 
pating were companies from 
Roseville. Sacramento, Auburn, 
Placerville,and Jackson, with the 
assist. nce of the 636th regiment, 
field artillery battalion, of Wood- 
land, rendering artillery support. 
The river crossing demonstra- 
ted one of the two applicable 
methods. One type is labled hasty 
crossing, and is done using any 
means possible to cross the river. 
The other type, deliberate cross- 
ing, which was used in the demon- 
stration, is done with preparation 
Ten thousand rounds of .30 
caliber blanks in machine guns, 
4,000 rounds in rifles, 200 fire- 
crackers, two smoke grenades, 75 
simiu'ated hand grenades, 10 1% 
MM shells and 18 90 MM shelis 


were fired by the 250 men oa 
both sides 

Hidden along the levee among 
the trees were three tanks, mor- 
tars, machine emplacements, the 
argressor combat post, the red 
cross station, and a 105 MM 
Howitzer. The 105 MM Howitzer 


has a maximum range of 12,000 
yards, and a maximum rate of 
fire of 100 rounds per hour. 

After the shooting was over the 
spectators viewed displays of the 
various combat equipment. 

The troops then proceeded to 
clear up the beach. However, 
most of the blanks had beea con- 
fiscated by the children from the 
audience.

In College Home 
As Course Plan 


Four have 
been living together in the home 
Management house at the expense 


women students 


of the college 


The women, Pauline Bowers, 
Bonnie Brown, Carol Corcoran, 
and Sue Crook are doing this as 
part of their educational training 
mM home economics. The home 
Management house is a three- 
bedroom apartmert in downtown 
Sacramento at which each home 
economics major and some 


minors stay for a period of three 
or four weeks. The length of 
time the women stay is deter- 
mined by the number of students 
in the group 

Expenses such as food, clean- 
ing supplies and newspapers are 
taken care of by the girls, but the 
college pays the rent and utili- 
ties. Under the supervision of 
Veva Buchholz, assistant profes- 
sor of home economics, the 
women perform all the duties of a 
housewife as well as carrying a 
full class load. 

Responsibilities are a)ternated 
each week. Thus each student 
takes her turn at meal planning 
and buying, cooking and launder- 
ing. Each takes her turn at being 
hostess when friends are invited 
in for an evening of entertain- 
ment. In planning, everything is 
done co-operatively, and they 
evaluate their experiences at the 
end of each week. 

Mrs. Buchholz says, “I feel it 
offers the girls a good experience 
in as nearly as possible a home 
situation, where they’can put into 
practice what they have learned 
from the variety of home econo- 
mics and theory courses they 
have taken.”

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Science Building Addition Hinges 
On Fate of Proposition Three 


(Editor’s Note: This is the second ina series of articles 


concerning building projects t 


hat will be partially financed 


by Proposition Three. If the Proposition does not pass, it is 
likely that these buildings will not be financed by the state 


legislature.) 

Anthropology students will 
have a home of their own if 
Proposition Three is passed in the 
coming elections. The anthropo- 
logy department will be housed 
in the proposed science building 
addition. 

The anthropology department 
is now housed in the field houses, 
which are needed for the expan- 
sion of the physical education de- 
partment. 

This addition will be the first 
of three segments to be aided en 
the present science buildings. 
This first addition will form the 
present Life Science Building into 
an L-shape, the second addition 
wil] form a U-shape, (which will 
connect with the present chemis- 
try building), and the third ad- 
dition will make an E-shape. 

The addition will also house the 
new department for training of 
registered nurses. Until the ad- 
dition is completed the nurses’ 
training department will be held 
in the class rooms being con- 
structed in the cafeteria addition. 

Students will have, for the first 
time, a regular photography lab. 
This lab will be used in the de- 
partments of journalism, life 
science, and police administra- 
tion. The present dark room, in 
Douglass hall, is only tempor- 
ary, and has very limited facili- 
lies. 

Also housed jn the addition will 
be rooms for Ecology, genetics, 
microbiology, and other science 
classes. 

The addition will have a total 
cost of $1,351,500. It is presently 
planned to have this building fi- 
nanced in the year following the 
allocation for the women's gym 
and swimming pool.

The fighting Hornets of Sacramento State College knocked the Whittier College 
Poets from football’s unbeaten ranks Saturday by a score of 20 to 18. : 
In a gridiron thriller at Grant Bowl the Hornets scored three times against a 


strong Whittier defense that had previously allowed only one TD per game. 


The Poets took an early lead in 
the first quarter when their place 
kicking specialist, tackle Dave 
Fenton, split the uprights with 
machinelike accuracy for a 15- 
yard field goal, 

Chamberlain Snares Pass 

Hornet end, Dan Chamberlain, 
brought the crowd to its feet on 
the opering play of the second 
quarter when he snared a pass 
from quarterback Fred Scott on 
the Poet 30 and went all the way 
for the scoce. The play netted 51 
yards. Scott's attempted aerial for 
extra points fell incomplete and 
SSC led 6 to 3. 

After an exchange of pu: is the 
Hornets struck again in the 
second quarter. With SSC in pos- 
session on the visitors’ 47, right 
end Terry Cummings crossed up 
the Poet defense completely. Cut- 
ting diagonaily across the field, 
he took a bullet pass from Scott 
and outraced pursuing defenders 
for tne second Hornet score. The 
extra point failed 

Poets Return 

A former junior college all 
America, Whittier’s left half Gary 
Campbell, put the Poets back in 
the game with an awesome over- 
head attack. After one running 
play to his 26, Campbell passed to 
Dick Paulus for 10, Lou Vedova 
for 52 and Ardie Williams for 12 
in the SSC end zone. Fenton 
kicked the point, leaving SSC 
ahead at half-time, 12-109. 

Fullback Lou Barba playing

At the close of the third quar- 
ter, a fourth and eight situation,

“Drink, the curse of the working man”, may become 
the nemesis of the Sacramento State College students with 
regard to two of the college’s finest traditions. The annual 
fall rooter’s train trip, this year to Reno, and the All Col- 
lege Picnic continually run into complications as a result 
of excessive drinking. 

Statements, issued prior to these events by the college 
administration and student committees in charge of the 
activities, regarding the limitation or abolishment of drink- 
ing are totally disregarded by the students who participate 
in the affairs. 

To date the frnctions haven't been limited or aband- 
oned as a result of ‘rinking but the possibility is ever pres- 
ent, almost iminent.

I am a recent graduate of Sac- 
ramento State College this past 
June and presently enrolled at 
the University of Hawaii taking 
graduate work towards my Mas- 
ter’s Degree in Business Adminis- 
tration. 

By virtue of the fact that I 
worked in registration at Sacra- 
mento State College for three (3) 
years during my undergraduate 
study I always felt we had a very 
fine system of registering the stu- 
dents. After my recent experience 
og registering at the University 
of Hawaii I am firmly convinced 
of it. 

Aside from the usual rush that 
you encounter during registration, 
things were very decentralized, 
to say the least. This assertion is 
based on the experience of having 
to go to three (3) different build- 
ings on campus for signatures and 
various administration details pri- 
or to being able to secure my IBM 
class cards. After obtaining said 
cards a check wags made of my 
cards and the proper filling out 
of registration materials. Subse- 
quent to this a second check was 
made of registration materials for 
proper filling out of same After 
this was accomplished a final 
wait was required while a state- 
ment of fees were typed out in 
triplicate, When this was done, 
you were called by name over 4 
loudspeaker to pick up your state- 
ment and pay your fees 

The tuition for twelve (12) 
units of academic studies Costs 
$95.75 which does not include the 
fee charged for becoming a mem- 
ver of the Associated Studentg of 
the University of Hawaii, which 
is an additional $10.00. 

In view of the above, it is felt 
that the students at Sacramento 
State College are very fortunate 
indeed to pay such small fees and 
still have such a fine institution 
with a smooth running and effi- 
cient registration system. 

In addition to the above, I 
would like to elaborate on one 
other thing that has supposedly 
been a problem on the campus of 
SSC for some time. This ig park- 
ing. In order to even park your 
car on the campus it will cost 
you a minimum of $2.00 fees for 
the year, This entitles you to park 
only in student parking lots which 
are few and far between, The 
next fee charged is $4.00 which 
entitles you to park exclusive 
of reserved parking spaces on 
the student parking lots and on 
the roads and streets of the cam- 
pus. The highest fee charged is 
$6.00 which entitles you to park in 
the space reserved for you. This 
may or may not be an answer 
to the parking problem at SSC, 
however there is one thing cer- 
tain, you are not charged for the 
privilege to park your car on 
campus and even though you have 
to walk a short distance from 
where your car is parked to your 
class room, there are ample park- 
ing spaces available. 

Looking at the schedule of 
penalties and fines for violation 


of established rules, they are: 
First offense sidentideeseds $1.00 
Second offense .....-.....-.----- 2.50 
Third & subsequent offense 5.00 


The above gives you some idea 
of what the fortunate students of 
SSC don’t have to Ve subjected to. 
and brings to focus the lenient 
policy practiced by the adminis- 
tration and Campus Police at 
Sacramento State College in re- 
gards to traffic violations and 
fines.

Lectures Explore 
Russian Culture 


With the Soviet’s eye-opening 
scientific launching of Sputnik I 
in past months, the U.S. has taken 
an interest in other areas of 
Soviet life, such as politics, educa- 
tion, and economics. 

Sacramento State College in 
cooperation with the University 
of California Extension, the De- 
partment of Political Science and 
the Institute of Slavic Studies of 
UC at Berkeley, and the World 
Affairs of Sacramento 
has prepared a series of lectures 
for SSC to explore the Soviet de- 
velopment. 

Dr. James R. Bell, professor of 
government at SSC, stated yes- 
terday that the first in the series 
of six lectures will be presented 
Thursday at 8 p.m. in 212 Doug- 
lass hal! by Julian Towsters, pro- 
fessor of political science, from 
UC at Berkeley. 

His lecture is titled Khrush- 
chev's Politics. 

Bell stated that the student re- 
gistration fee is $3.50 fer the 
complete series. “It may be pos- 
sible for students to purchase 
tickets at the time of the lecture,” 
he added. 

The lecture series include Ob- 
servations on Engineering and 
Construction in Russia; Economic 
Problems of the U.S.S.R.; The 
Crisis in Soviet Agriculture; The 
Thaw in Soviet Literature; and 
Education in the U.S.S.R. 

A brochure including a regist- 
ration form, speakers and lecture 
dates can be obtained at the front 
counter in the Administration 
building and also in the various 
division offices in the Social 
Science building.

Eisenhower and 
Knight Proclaim 
Newspaper Week 


Newspaper professions were 
honored Jast week dur.ng Na- 
tional Newspaper Week as pro- 
claimed by President Eisernoower 
and California's Governor, Good- 
win J. Knight, 

The week saw testimonial ban- 
quets and proclamations com- 
mending newspapers for the vital 
role they play as commentators 
and informers on national, state 
and local government and every- 
day affairs. 

Governor Knight spotlighted 
this role when commenting on 
the week's slogan, “Your News- 
paper Guards Your Freedom.” 
Knight stated that the slogan 
must be solerly considered in 
lignt of the fact that “more than 
ever before, the preservation of 
our freedoms and those of the 
nations of democratic form and 
intent, are in jeopardy, s\adowed 
by an alien and atheistic philoso- 
phy of government that is the 
antithesis of freedom, especially 
of the individual.” 

He further stated, “In this 
breach one of the most formida- 
ble weapons which We have are 


the daily and weekly news- 
papers.” 
He cited the Journalist's 


Creed in describing the attitude 
maintained by the newspapers 
toward their responsibility, “A 
public journal is a public trust. 
.. . 1 believe that clear thinking, 
and clear statement, accuracy and 
fairness are fundamentals (to 
good journalism. . . I believe 
that a journalist should write 
only what he holds in his heart 
to be true... 1 believe that 
journalism that succeeds best and 
best deserves success fears God 
and honors man while remaining 
stoutly independent.” 

On the local scene the Sacra- 
mento Elks Club held it's annual 
newspaper dinner last Monday 
night with representatives from 
local professional publications 
and student publications as 
guests. The program of guest 
speakers was designed to give an 
over-view of the relationships of 
the newspapers to the com- 
munity. Representatives from va- 
rious phases of community life 
spoke, outlining the way in Which 
these publications give continuety 
to and information about their 
phase of activity. Those repre- 
sented included religion, govern- 
ment, the professions, social serv~ 
ice and sports.
